An Idea of tbe Business Obtained by a 


Tour o£ the Saloons—Fully Two-thirds 
Are Ituuning Behind Kach Day and 
There is Little Prospect of the Tide 
Clianjjing. 


The number of transfers 
of liquor 


licenses already asked for and the prospect 
of many more petitions being sent to the 
aldermen, is the subject of comment on 
every side. As a matter of fact two-thirds 
of the saloons are in bard sledding, "and | 
many failures are predicted already. 


Just one item gives an idea of tbe busi- 


ness a saloon must do to pay expenses, 
and that is §5 clear profit each day simply 
to onset tlie license fee. A saloon which 
does not take in $50 a day is falling be- 
hind, and a man who professed to be well 
acquainted with the saloons said very few 
1'Censees are taking in anywhere near this 
sum. 


One large saloon sold two glasses of 


lager only, between 7.80 and 9 o'clock last 
night. As this saloon is on a 
main 


thoroughfare the chances of saloons on 
back streets getting much trade are very 
slim. 


Inspector Donaldson has been on ' the 


rounds informing saloon keepers to pre- 
pare to do victualling. This will cause 
many petitions for transfers to he sent in, 
for some of the saloons are gross violations 
of the law. 


It was stated last night that the Law 


and Order league will begin work in a few 
days.

MISSIONARIES DROWNED. 


After such a hard winter as that which 


we have recently undergone, when ou all 
sides we were confronted with poverty and 
destitution, and when nearly 
or amateur theatrical was given for charity 
it is interesting to know how the city's 
aimshouse or shelter for paupers was 
affected by the times. 


Tbe "poor house," as it is known in 


fact, and fiction, is the last place where a 
poor person cares to go, for the name of 
pauper has a disagreeable sound on even 
the ears of the destitute. 


Our local almshouse is but one depart- 


ment of tlie immense gathering of public 
buildings known at the city farm, and in 
charge of Supt. and Mrs. Collins. The 
pauper department, for such it is called, 
is perhaps the most pleasantly located 
poition of tbe institution, and its apart- 
ments, for heat, light, sanitary, and ventil- 
ating facilities are about as nearly perfect 
as could be wished for. 


Including both sexes there are at pres- 


ent 2-Tt persons in this department, 15G of 
whom are females and "the rest males. 
The majority are elderly people, while 
there are 3J children under 14 years of age. 


Many of these have become inmates but 


recently, and Supt. Collins says that the 
condition of times has increased the popu- 
lation of the institution greatly and in all 
departments. 


Many people there are who are thank- 


ful for the chance to pass the cold months 
within the warm and healthful confines of 
the farm, enjoung a more comfortable life 
•wMle there than they would at their 
homes. 


The men in the pauper department, 


those of them who are able to work, assist 
in cultivating the land, and in doing 
chores, while the women make beds, sew, 
doing washing, and nearly all the clothing; 
made for inmates comes trom tlie institu- 
tion's sewing room, and much of it is 
made by the women in the pauper depart- 
ment. 


There on many, whom age has disabled, 


and who are unable to get any work, these 
unfortunates are contented with reading, 
and as there is a fine stock of literature at 
the farm, they are allowed to enjoy the 
privilege. 


Supt. Collins will receive with apprecia- 


tion any old books, or periodicals, which 
the charitably inclined may be pleased to 
send. They may be sent to the office of 
the overseers of poor or to the mail box of 
the institution. 


The paupers are well fed and well cared 


for, and while it is sad to find a person 
left in his old age, without kith or kin, it 
makes one feel happier to know that our 
city affords a refuge for all such unfortu- 
nate beings. 


But all in the pauper department are 


not happy and contented with their lot. for 
there is an insane department to the in- 
stitution, the only sad feature within its 
peaceful vicinity. 


In this department are 02 women and 28 


men. 


The women have each a room while the 


men "double np" in some cases. 


It is distressing yet interesting to watch 


them for no two have the same actions. 
Some sit quietly for hours in one place, 
contenting themselves with books, otbeis 
are restless and pace the corridors hour 
after hour, while some who are on the 
verge of violence continually denounce 
everybody and everything. Each one is in

He then spoke of the. effect of polluted 


river waier in Lawrence, and referred to a 
report submitted by him in 1S91, setting 
forth the usefulness of mechanical filtra- 
tion. 


He claimed that a proper sand niter will 


remove more than 95 per cent, of all the 
otganism':. By the time it pets to the 
dwelling* over 99 per cent, are gone. This 
has been demonstrated year after year in 
five year perioJs. There is no question 
about this. It is absolutely teliable evi- 
dence. He thought the Lowell 
filter is 


about the same principle as the Berlin fil- 
ter. It h a cood filter. Why has il not. 
done tbe work? There must be a certain 
time elapse iu the passing through tlic fil- 
ter bed before becoming a water supplv. 
Filtration has been carried on since 1809 
successfully. When it is con?Ucreil that it 
will take but six months to stop 50 per 
cent, of the deaths from typhoid fever why 
should il not be done? 


The water from our wells is absolutely 


good, but, the 2,500,000 gallons of water 
drawn from the river is a death dealing 
fluid.

*^Dr. Irish endorsed the ideas of Dr. Gage, 
especially in relation to the filter, and said 
that as people had not objected to the ex- 
penditure of money for a boulevard, which 
beautifies the city, they certainly will not 
object lo tbe cost of something that -would 
protect their lives. 


Dr. Bass argued that people will drink 


the-walcr tbe city supplies. They will 
not boil water, and it seems inconsistent 
to have pure water at home and polluted 
water in tbe school and workshops. 


He did not think Lowell should have a 


water supply worse than otberjcities, when 
the remedy is quit? easy. 


Dr. Field claimed the more filtered water 


the lower the death rate. He asked fbat 
the water board do not eive a water supply 
they lliemselves have condemned. 


Dr. Piilsbury dwelt upon the necessity 


of a pure water supply and claimed the 
expense is comparatively light. 


Dr. Meigs wlien informed that Ward 


Two bad mixed water, wanted to know 
how lone that is going to last. 


Commissioners Fels and Putnam said 


the water board proposed to increase tlie 
well supply, and it will be necessary to put 
in meters to stop Uie waste. 


City Engineer Bowers thought there was 


plenty of water in the valley where the 
driven wells are situated, and he thought 
the 
contractors will get the 5,000,000 


gallons supply. Dr. Gage claimed that 
the water shed is the best in this part of 
the city. It is 22 miles square. 


Mr. Bowers said a filter gallery is a eood 


thing if properly cared for. 
He did" not 


think a droueth will affect the well supply, 
but still he thought it a good idea to have 
both well andjriver supply, so that in case 
tbe pumps are stopped for a day or two the 
reservoir can supply water. 


Dr. Gage asked that the filter be put in 


soon, and showed how Lawrence has im- 
proved with a filter. 


This closed the hearing.

members. 


The method of filling the vacancy, a 


subject which has received attention and 
discussion throughout the state, because 
of the vague character of the legislation on 
this matter, was next considered, and from 
City Solicitor Edwin F. Jones the follow- 
ing opinion in substance was submitted: 


"I think, that in case of a vacancy in 


the office of mayor, it is tbe duty of tbe 
board of aldermen to at once elect oae of 
their number chairman to act as mayor 
until a new mayor is legally qualified." 


On Mayor Knowlton's retirement from 


the aldermanic cbamber,City Clerk If atban 
P. Kidder called for the election of a tem- 
porai j chairman, and Alderman Worthen 
was elected. 


A petition from Geo. W. Kief and others, 


asking for a special election to nil the va- 
cancy created by Mr. Knbwlton's resigna- 
tion was laid on the table, and the vacancy 
filled by the election of ex-Mayor David B. 
Varney, who appeared and took the oath 
of office.

shire, Massachusetts. Rhode Islnud. Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware und Maryland, with 
visiting delegates from Ohio and Illi- 
nois.

Daniel of Virginia, saying that the state 
was most fortunate in having in the per- 
son of one of her own ions the man best 
qualified to speak on such an occasion. 


Senator Daniel reviewed eloquently the

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LOWELL'S NEW STATION. 


Architects Description of tli« Strueturo 


Known Locally as tbeNorthern K«|ji>t— 
An Idea of the Size of tiie Various De- 
partments. 
The Boston & Maine K. E. Co. have 


taken possession of its new station at Mid- 
dlesex street, and the contractors have al- 
most completed their work there. 


The site is very central aud has 180 feet 


frontage on Middlesex street, between 
Arch and Thorndike street, while the awn- 
ing and platform extend back to the 
bridges of the railroad tracks at Chelrns- 
ford street, about 400 feet south of Middle- 
sex street. This is the ground on which 
the old station stood, and during the build- 
ing operations the railroad's business was 
carried on. without intermission. • 


To make this possible, a baggage and ex- 


press, building, 40x08, was erected and 
iitted up with temporary waiting room, 
ticket and telegraph 
offices 
and toilet 


rooms, before the old station was torn 
down. Since then work has been rapidly 
pushed and now with the railroad and the 
public in their new home, it ouly remains 


to t;ike out the temporary structure of the 
ba^M'.'e and express rooms. 


The station sets back 40 lent from Mid- 


dlesex street, making a liberal plaza for 
carriages and showing up iis massive tower 
and artistic facade to the best advantage. 


The architecture of the new station is a 


liberal romanesque in which the 
construc- 


tive principles are very clearly indicated 
by the exterior treatment. The contrast 
between Conway granite, of which the sta- 
tion is built, and the North Carolina sand- 
stone trimmings is quite decided and very 
pleasinc, while the grouping is very artis- 
tic and striking. 


The roofs are of slate with copper finials 


and the tower contains a clock with four 
illuminated faces, 4 1-2 feet in diameter. 


The entire Middlesex street front of the 


station is used for the rotunda or waiting 
room, 5_5 feet by 60 feet, with entrance 
lobbies in the tower and on the three street 
fronts. 
The rotunda is the feature of the 


station and is open to the roof, showing 
the trusses supporting the satne. It is 
lighted liberally by clear story windows 
opening above the awnings, the rich leaded 
glass of which gives a sunny and cheerful 


Slow to the room. 


The rotunda is entirely finished in oak to 


the height of 12 feet above the floor—while 
the upper walls and ceiling are sheathed 
with a light moulded wood trimmed with 
oak. 


A 12 feet high oak screen with carved 


columns and spindles is carried around the 
three street fronts of rotunda, forming the 
entrance lobbies, alcoves with seats, and 
the news stand and telegraph office. Im- 


A'ljoinins: the women's room is fhe 


iuiiiih counter and dining room. !Ss24 con- 
nected with the kitchen. 
The station 


agent will have a room on the east side of 
station, adjoining the smoking room, and 
the boiler room, 18x28 at the southeast cor- 
ner, accounts for all rooms in the main 
building, 


This brings us to the baggage and ex- 


press building, which is separated from the 
main building by a 10 foot passage allow- 


mediately opposite the main entrance is I ing communication between the platforms 
the ticket office, 13x20, with a private lav- 
aratory for the agent. 


Adjoining the ticket office at either side 


and connecting by an eight foot archway 
with the rotunda, are the smoking room 
and women's private room, 15x52 and 
18x25 respectively. 


Both of these rooms are finished in oak 


with spruce ceilings. 
Both have outside 


entrances from the platforms direct and 
both have seats and elaborate fireplaces.in- 
suring ventilation aad a cheerful waitine 
room. 
Connected with each are the toilet 


rooms, each containing liberal accamoda- 
tions. 
The floors, walls, and partitions 


are white marble, and all plumbing fix- 
tures are open, 
• 


on botn sides of the station. The express 
room, 22x36, and the baggage room, 42x28, 
are finished in brick and have eight foot 
sliding doors connecting them together and 
at frequent intervals on the platforms. 
This building is under the same general 
roof vith the main building, which pro- 
jects out IS feet on the west side ana eight 
feet on the east beyond the building, thus 
forming a liberal covered space for the pro- 
tection of the passengers. 


Ventilation and light is furnished to the 


ticket office, kitchen aud toilets by means 
of large skylights on the roof. 


The boiler room and heating plant is 


very complete. 
The floor is down some 


feet below the other levels allowing 


great 
height 
of ceiling, 
the 
cool- 


est possible arrangement for the engineer. 
Ample coal storage is provided in bins 
under the 16 foot passage and all pipes are 
run in special brick trenches and are easy 
of access. 


The towei, 10x16. contains an entrance 


lobby on the main floor, a nice office on 
the first floor up, with fireproof storage 
iofts above. 


The problem of a station on an irregu- 


larly.shaped plot between two tracks has 
been wonderfully well solved and 
the 


maximum amount of accomodations have 
been secured. 


Woodbury & Leighton were the general 


contractors for the station and have done 
the work in the most solid and substantial 
manner from the foundations up. 


Bradford L. Gilbert, whose home office 


is in New York city, but who has branches 
in Chicago and in the Ames building, Bos- 
ton was the architect, and Mr. Clarence 
B. Cutler has superintended the work, and 
to these belong the credit of having pro- 
cured for Loweli and the Boston <fe .Maine 
Railroad Co.,a very fine and sightly station, 
one which has been needed for fully two 
generations.

..jin-a) romanesqtio in whleh the construc- 
tive principles arc very clearly indicated 
by thu exterior treatment. The contrast 
between Con way granite, of which the sta- 
tion is built, and tha North Carolina sand- 
stone trimmings is quite decided and very 
pleasing, while the grouping Is very artis- 
tic and striking. 


The roofs are of slato with copper finlala 


and tho Lower contains a clock with four 
Illuminatoi] faces, 4 1-2 feet In diameter. 


The entire Middlesex street front of tho 


station Is used for the rotunda or waiting 
room, 65 feet by 00 feet, with entrance 
lubbles In the tower and on the throe street 
fronts. 
The rotunda la the feature of the 


station and Is open to the roof, showing 
the trusses supporting the same. It 
Is 


lighted liberally by clear story windows 
opening above tho awnings, the rich loaded 
glass of which gives a sunny and cheerful 


5low to the room. 


The rotunda is entirely finished in oak to 


the height of 12 feet above the floor—while 
the npper walla and colling are sheathed 
with a light moulded wood trimmed with 
oak. 


A12 feet high oak screen with carved 


columns and Bpludles is carried around the 
three street fronts of rotunda, forming the 
entrance lobbies, alcoves with seats, and 
the newa stand and telegraph office.

The express 
room, 22x30, and the baggage room, 42x23, 
are finished in. brick and have eight foot 
sliding doors connecting them together and 
at frequent intervals on the platforms. 
This building is under the same deueral 
roof with the main building, which pro- 
jects out 18 feet on the west side and eight 
feet ou LUe east beyoud the building, thus 
forming a liberal covered space for the pro- 
tection of the passengers.

The majority are cMeriy people, while 
there are 31 children under TA years of age.

Architects I>es riptittn of the Structure 


Known !.osa 1 as tli^Kr.rrb^rn Depot— 
An Idea of tl f .Sine of rhe Various De- 


The Boston & Maine R. R. Co. have 


•atai possession m Sis new station at M»l- 
llesex street, and the contractors have al- 
most completed their work there. 


The site is very central and has ISO feet 


frontage on Middlesex street, between 
Arch and Thorntiike s'rwft, while the awu- 


: and platform extend back to the 
clgps of the railroad tracks at Chelms- 


tord street.; about 400 feet south of Middle- 
sex street. This is the sround on which 
the old station stood, atyi during the build- 
ing operations the railroad's business was 
carried on without intermission. 


To make this possible, a baggage and ex- 


press building, 40x68, was erected ahd 
tilted up with temporary waiting room, 
licket and telegraph offices 
and toilet 


rooms, before the old station was torn 
down. Since then work has been rapidly 
pushed and now with the railroad and the 
public in their new home, it only remains 


to take oiu the temporary .-fracture of the 
baggage and express TOW.*. 


The station sets back 40 feet from Mid- 


dlesex street, making a liberal plaza for 
carriages and showing up its massive tower 
and artistic facade to the best advantage. 


The architecture of the new station is a 


Vibsral romanesque in which the construc- 
tive principles are very clearly indicated 
by the exterior treatment. The contrast 
between Conivay granite, of which the sta- 
tion is built, and the Nbi'th Carolina sand- 
stone trimmings is quite decided and very 
pleasing, while the grouping is very artis- 
tic and striking. 


The roofs are of slate with copper finials 


and the tower contains a clock ^ith four 
illuminated faces, 41-2 feet in diameter. 


The entire Middlesex street front of the 


station is used for (he rotunda or waiting 
room, 55 feet by 66 feet, with entrance 
lobbies in the tower and on the three street 
fronts. The rotunda is the feature of the 
station and is open to the roof, showing 
the trusses supporting the same. It is 
lighted liberally by clear story windows 
opening above the awnings, the rich leaded 
glass of which gives a sunny and cheerful 


glow to the room. 


The rotunda is entirely finished in oak to 


the height of 12 feet above the floor—while 
the upper walls and ceiling are sheathed 
with a light moulded wood trimmed with 
oak. 


A 12 feet high oak screen with carved 


columns and spindles is carried around the 
three street fronts of rotunda, forming the 
entrance lobbies, alcoves with seats, and 
the news stand and telegraph office. 
Im- 


mediately opposite the main entrance is 
the ticket office, 13x20, with a private lav- 
aratory for the agent. 


Adjoining the ticket office at either side 


and connecting by an eight foot archway 
with the rotunda, are the smoking room 
and women's private room, 15x22 and 
18x25 respectively. 


Both of these rooms are finished in oak 


with spruce ceilings. Both have outside 
entrances from the platforms direct and 
both have seats and elaborate firep!aces,ra- 
suring ventilation and a cheerful waitins 
room. Connected with each are the toilet 
rooms, each containing liberal accotnoda- 
tions. The floors, walls, and partitions 
are white marble, and all plumbing fix- 
tures are open. 


Adjoining the women's room is the 


lunch counter and dining room, 18x24 con- 
nected with the kitchen. 
The station 


agent will have a room on the east side of 
station, adjoining the smoking room, and 
the boiler room, 18x28 at the southeast cor- 
ner, accounts for all rooms in the main 
building. 


This brings us to the haggage and ex- 


press building, which is separated from the 
main building by a 16 foot passage allow- 
in.? communication hetween the platforms 
on both sides of the station. The express 
room, 22x86, and the baggage room, 42x28, 
are finished in brick and hare eight foot j 
sliding doors connecting them together and 
at frequent intervals on the platforms. 
This building is under the same general 
roof with the main building; •which pro- 
jects out IS feet on the west side and eight 
feet on. the east beyond the .building, thus 
forming a liberal covered space for the pro- 
tection of the passengers. 


Ventilation and light is furnished to the 


ticket office, kitchen and toilets hy means 
of large skylights on the roof. 


The boiler room and heating plant is 


very complete. The floor is down some 
eight feet" below the other levels allowing 


great 
height 
of ceiling, 
the 
cool- 


est possible arrangement for the engineer. 
Ample coal storage is provided in bins 
under the 16 foot passage and «U pipes are 
run in special brick trenches and are easy 
of access. 


The tower, 16x16, contains an entrance 


lobby on the main floor, a nice office on 
the first floor up, with, fireproof, storage 
lofts above. 


The problem of a station OB an irregu- 


larly shaped plot bet-ween two tracks has 
been wonderfully well solved and the 
maximum amount of accomodations have 
bees, secured.

manner from the foundations up,

The alation sets back 40 feet from Mid- 


dlesex street, mating a liberal plsiza, for 
carriages and showing up Its massive tower 
arid arils Liu facade to the heat advantage. 


The architecture of the new station is a 


liberal romanesquein which the construc- 
tive principles afie very clearly indicated 
by the exterior treatment. The contrast 
between Con way granite, of which the sta- 
tion Is built, aad the No:lh Carolina Band- 
stone trimmings is quite decided and very 
pleasing, while the grouping is very artis- 
tic and striking. 


Tbe roofs are of slate with copper flnlals 


and the tower contains a clock ^ith four. 
Illuminated faces, 4 1-2 feet In diameter. 


The entire Middlesex street front of the 


station Is used for the rotunda or waiting 
room, 55 feet by . 60 feet, with entrance 
lobbies ID the tower and on the three street 
fronts. 
The rotunda is the feature of the 


station And is open to the roof, showing 
the trusses supporting the same. It is 
lighted liberally by clear glory windows 
opening above the awnings, the rich leaded 
glass of which gives a sunny and cheerful 


glow to the room. 
" . 


The rotunda is entirely finished in oak to 


the height of 12 feet above the floor—while 
the upper walls and ceiling are sheathed 
with a light moulded wood trimmed with 
oak. 


A12 feet high oak screen with carved 


columns and spiudles is carried around th!e 
three street fronts of rotunda, formiag the 
entrance lobbies, alcoves with scats, and 
the newa stand and telegraph office, 
im- 


mediately opposite the main entrance is 
the ticket office, 13x20, with a private lav- 
aratory for the agent. 


Adjoining the ticket office at either eidfl 


and connecting by an eigbl foot archway 
with the rotunda,, are the smoking room 
and women's private room, 15^22 and 
18x25 respectively. 


IJolh of these rooms are finished in oak 


with spruce ceilings. Both have outside 
entrances from the platforms direct and 
both have seats and elaborate fireplaces,in- 
suring ventilation and a cheerfnl waitlns 
room. 
Connected with each are the toileL 


rooms, each containing liberal accomoda- 
tions. The floors, walls, snd partitions 
are white marble, and all plumbing fii- 
tures are open. 


Adjoining the women's room is the 


lunch counter and'dining room, I8s24 con- 
nected with the kitchen. 
The station 


agent will have a room on the east side of 
station, adjoining the smoking room, and 
the boiler room, 18x28 at the southeast cor- 
ner, accounts for all rooms in the main 
building.

This brings us to the baggage and ex- 


press building, which is separated from the 
main building by a 16 foot passage allow- 
ing communication Between the platforms 
on botn sides of the station. The express 
room, 22x30, and the baggage room, 42x28, 
are finished in brick and have eight foot 
sliding doors connecting them.together and 
at frequent intervals on the platforms. 
This building is under the same general 
roof with the main building1; which pro- 
jects out 18 feet on the west side and eight 
feet on the east beyond the.bnlldinp, thus 
forming a liberal covered space for the pro- 
tection of the passengers. 


Ventilation and light Is furnished to the 


ticket office, kitchen and toilets by means 
of large skylights on the roof. 


The boiler room and heating plant Is 


very complete. The floor is down some
